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CHICAGO  —  A  military  beacon  lamp  that  produces  infra-red   light 
with  bottled  gas  has  bsen  developed  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

Designed  to  replace  a  heavier  lamp  that  uses  storage  batteries 
for  power,    it   is  lighter;    just  as  bright,   and  promises  to  be  cheaper 
than  its  predecessor^     As  an  added  feature,    it  will  cpsrate  in  the 
tropica  or  m.1.nus  63  degree  climes. 

Infra-red   lamps  emit    light   invisible  to  the  naked  eye,   and  can 
be   seen  only  through  special  viewing  devices. 

Original  Army  specifications  called  for  a  gasoline- powered  lamp, 
but  J,   Scott  Griffith^   Foundation  supervisor  of  minerals  research,    said 
gasoline  fails  to   ignite  readily  at  temperatures  of  23  degrees  below 
zero  or  less. 

Utilizing  the  familiar  gasoline  camping  lantern  as  a  starting 
point  in  their  research.   Foundation  scientists  had  to  overcome   three 
obstacles  —   finding  a  new  fuel,   a  new  nantle,   and  a  new  method  of 
ignition  —  to  devise  a  lamp  that  would  fill  the  bill. 

Fuel  and  weight  problems  were   licked  by  replacing  electric 
lamps  and  storage  batteries  with  mantles  and  midget  tanks  of  propane-ethane.

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Mantles  of  knitted  rayon  mesh  impregnated  with  salts  of  chromium 
and  aluminum  were  found  to  produce  the  desired  amount  of   infra-red   light. 
When  dried  and  lighted,   the  rayon  burns,   leaving  only  the  oxide  deposit 
in  the  familiar  form  of  a  mantle* 

The  new  mantle,  adapted  by  Leon  Atlas  and  Gerald  Keitel, 
Foundation  staff  members,  produces  as  much  infra-red  light  as  an 
85  watt  electrically- powered  lamp  when  the  proper  filter  is  used 
(filters  blackout  visible  light  rays). 

Obviously,   the  enemy  could  see  the  G.I.    light  the   lamp  with  a 
match,     A  simple  flint   lighter  inside  the   lamp  turned  the  trick.     The 
spark,  of  course,    is  blotted  out  by  the  filter.      In  fact,   the  operation 
is  30  invisible  one  must  open  a  snail  peephole  on  top  of  the  lamp  to  see 
if  it  is  burning! 

Foundation  scientists  hope  that  the  new  lamps,  weighing  from 
five-to-ten  pounds,  may  be  manufactured  so  cheaply  that  they  will  be 
dispensable  after  five- to- ten  hours  of  use. 

The  new  lamp  is  a  beacon  light  used  to  mark  assembly  points  and 
road  blocks   in  contrast  to  general  area  lighting. 

Further  research  also  will  be  carried  on  to  work  out  a  method 
of  interrupting  the  infra-red  light  beam  automatically  for  signalling 
purposes o 
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HIILADELPHIA  —  The  electron  microscope  is  proving  an  important  new 
tool  in  helping  cities  solve  their  air  pollution  problems,  Dr.  W.C,  Mc  Crone, 
senior  chemist  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, Chicago,  said  here  today. 

Speaking  before  the  analytical  and  microchemical  branch  of  the 
Philadelphia  section  of  the  American  Chemical  Society,  Dr.  Mc  Crone  said 
the  microscope  has  enabled  chemists  to  pinpoint  sources  of  smoke  for  the 
first  time. 

•  "Of  course,"  ho  said,"  we  have  been  able  to  detect  carbon  in  smoke 
samples  by  conventional  chemical  tests,  but  magnification  of  a  specimen  up 
to  50,000  times  its  actual  size  with  the  electron  microscope  enables  us  to 
identify  its  source  *••  whether  it  is  from  an  industrial  smokestack  or  a 
trash  fire  in  an  incinerator, 

"By  the  same  method,  we  also  have  been  able  to  identify  fibrous  ma- 
terials found  in  air  pollution,  such  as  paper,  cloth,  and  feathers," 

Exploitation  of  the  microscope  as  an  added  anal^'tical  tool  in  chem- 
istry has  been  slow,  according  to  Dr,  He  Crone,  Armour  Research  Foundation, 
considered  one  of  the  pioneers  in  the  field,  has  been  using  the  microscope  in 
ita  chemical  laboratories  only  eight  years.  In  addition  to  air  pollution, 
Dr.  Mc  Crone  has  used  the  microscope  to  analyze  high  explosives,  metals, 
crystal  structures,  particle  sizes  and  their  dispersion,

Evans  will  interview  John  Neff ,  assistant  chairman  of  the 
ceramics  and  minerals  research  department  at  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Neff  headed  the  development  work. 

Individual  particles  of  the  new  material  are  tiny  glass- like 
balloons,  made  by  blowing  up  grains  of  clay  like  popcorn  in  a  special 
furnace.  Each  is  about  the  size  of  a  grain  of  sand.  They  are  tor^   small 
to  show  up  individually  on  the  TV  screen,  of  course,  but  Neff  \7ill 
demonstrate  the  remarkable  properties  of  building  materials  made  with 
them. 

Because    the  little  bubbles  are  hollow,  concrete  and  plaster 
made  with  them  instead  of  with  sand  are  very  light,  Neff  will  demonstrate 
the  light  weight  of  a  test  sample  tf  plaster  by  dropping  It  into  wator  to 
show  that  it  floats.  The  tiny  spheres  also  are  very  strong,  and  plastc^r 
and  concrete  nad©  with  them  are  good  insulating  materialso 
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Neff  will  show  why  the  new  nnterial  could  make  many  changes  in 
the  building  trades.  The  light  weight  of  building  mixes  made  with  it 
will  mean  that  builders  can  use  less  supporting  steel,  bringing 
construction  costs  down.  Also,  the  great  fluidity  of  concrete  made  with 
it  will  allow  contractors  to  fill  forms  with  concrete  pumped  through 
rubber  hoses  for  the  first  time  in  history,  Neff  says^  This  should 
largely  do  away  with  the  shovels  and  bulky  metal  hose  now  in  use.

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CHICAGO  —  American  airplanes  are   losing  out  to  British  jet 
planes  in  the  race  for  civilian  air  leadership,  a  Chicago  expert   in  jet 
propulsion  said  today, 

"Unless  we  do  something  now, "   said  John  T.  Rettaliata,   president 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,    "American  transport  planes  will 
lose  the  world-wide  supremacy  they  have  held  for  many  years." 

Dr.  Rettaliata  spoke  at  a  meeting  cf  the  Traffic  Club  of  Chicago 
in  the  Palmer  House.     An  expert  on  jet  propulsion  and  gas  turbines,   he 
has  spent  a  large  part  of  his  professional  career  in  work  in  that   field. 

Civilian  jet  travel  out  of  Britain  to  iiany  corners  of  the  world 
already  is  routine,    the  college  president  said.     American  airlines  don't 
even  have  jet  planes,   and  American  aircraft  builders  have  no  commercial 
jets  in  production. 

"If  American  airplane  manufacturers  don't  give  serious   impetus 
to  their  development  programs,"  Dr.  Rettaliata  warned,    "our  airlines  may 
be  forced  to  buy  British  jet  planes." 

Vihether  with  British  or  with  American  models ,  American  lines  are 
going  to  have  to  put   jet  planes   into  use,  Dr.  Rettaliata  believes. 
•Competition,    that  great  spur  to  progress,    is  demanding  it,"   he  declared,

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"Within  five  years  I  expect  to  see  turbine  engines  powering  many 
of  the  aircraft  moving  freight  and  passengers  in  this  country,  especially 
those  employed  in  long  cross-country  or  overseas  f lightso " 

Reviewing  accomplishments  in  the  jet  aircraft  field,  Dr.  Rettaliata 
recalled  the  flight  of  a  British  jet  bomber  across  the  Atlantic  in  3  hours 
and  26  minutes. 

"It  is  disturbing  that  we,  a  nation  of  pioneers,  have  not  been  in 
the  forefront  of  these  developments,"  he  saido   "In  the  civil  aircraft 
field  America  is  repeating  the  same  type  of  mistake  made  in  'ftorld  '»Var  II 
in  military  aircraft  when  we  permitted  the  British  to  conduct  the  development 
work  on  jet  engines  while  our  facilities  and  engineering  talent  were  used 
for  the  mass  production  of  conventional  piston  engines© 

"We  have  the  ability  to  lead  the  field.  Let  us  use  it." 

Dr.  Rettaliata  described  other  work  done  in  applying  gas  turbines 
to  transportation  facilities,  VJe  can  expect  to  see  motor  trucks  powered 
with  the  new  engine  in  the  near  future,  he  predicted.  Light  weight,  smooth 
operation,  and  less  noise  are  among  the  advantages  he  listed  for  the  gas 
turbine  power  plant. 

It  will  take  a  while  longer,  he  believes,  to  perfect  the  turbine 
to  the  point  where  it  can  be  successfully  applied  to  private  automobileso 

All  of  these  miracles  in  improved  transportation  depend  upon  an 
advancing  science  and  technology.  Dr.  Rettaliata  asserted^  They  cannot 
arrive  faster  than  the  discoveries  that  must  necessarily  precede  them. 

"That  meanS;"  he  said,  "that  we  must  have  more  fundamental  scientific 
knowledge..  More  than  that,  we  must  have  faster  technological  progress. 
The  practical  applications  of  discoveries  in  pure  science  must  be  speeded  up." 

He  called  upon  leaders  in  business  and  industry  to  help  America's 
technological  schools  acnomplish  these  goals.   By  30  doing,  he  said,  they 
will  reap  a  rich  harvest  in  men  prepared  to  meet  the  challenge  of  our 
expanding  population  and  our  demand  for  a  rising  living  standard.

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CHICAGO  —  A  high-speed  electronic  super-brain,   the  equivalent 
of  a  whole  team  of  mathematicians,    soon  will  be  available  to  serve 
business  and  industry  in  the  Chicago  area. 

Known  as  a   "card- programmed   calculator",    the  electronic  brain 
has  been  ordered  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois   Institute  of 
Technology.      It  will  supplement  other   "thinking  machines"    in  the  Foundation's 
computer  center.      The  center  offers  the  only  complete  commercial  computing 
service   in  the  Chicago  area. 

David  Rubinfien,    supervisor  of  the  computer   center  at   the 
Foundation,  announced  the  ordering  of  the  new  eijuipment   today. 

"Acquisition  of  this  calculator  will  greatly  extend  facilities 
for  mathematical  aid  and  computation  in  the  Midwest,"   he  said.      "Vve  are 
now  ready  to  talk  over  any  nBthematical  problem  with  anj'one,   anywhere." 

The  Foundation  expects  to  have  the  new  computer  installed  and 
in  operation  by  March,    1953o 

i^ntastically  hard  problems  are  easily  solved  by  the   electronic 
Oiomputers.   Rubinfien  said.     Simple  but  tedious  problems,    too,   are  put 
into  the  machines  for  rapid  solution.      In  either   case,    problems  that 
might   take  a  mathematician  years   to  solve  can  be  solved   in  a  few  hours.

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The  new  calculator,  ordered  by  the  Sbundation  from  International 
Business  IVbohines  Corporation,  is  a  digital  con^uter.  It  accepts  inputs 
in  the  form  of  numbers  and  supplies  the  answers  in  numbers,  too.  In  Vhat 
respect  it  resembles  the  commonplace  adding  machine. 

It  differs  from  the  adding  nBchine»  Rubinfien  said*  in  that  it 
operates  much  faster  and  has  greater  capacity  in  terms  of  the  kinds  and 
numbers  of  problems  it  will  accept.  Its  maze  of  circuits  and  electron 
tubes,  contained  in  four  metal  cabinets,  gives  it  a  wide  range  of 
computing  ability. 

Rubinfien  emphasized  that  the  services  of  the  card- programmed 
calculator  and  the  center's  other  machines  are  available  to  business 
and  industry  on  a  contractual  basis.  They  and  the  trained  men  who 
operate  them  give  mathematical  assistance  heretofore  available  only  to 
the  few  corporations  having  their  own  computing  equipment,  he  stated. 

According  to  Rubinfien,  the  new  machine  is  extremely  useful  in 
studying  the  flow  of  information  in  business  operations.  This  includes 
inventory  problems,  billing  operations,  circulation  analysis,  and  the 
like.  Such  studies  are  very  helpful  in  operations  research,  he  added. 

Digital  computers  also  are  applied  to  many  other  fields  of 
activity.  Among  these  Rubinfien  listed  power  network  problems, 
thermodynamics,  control  devices,  aerodynamics,  and  electrical  and 
mechanical  design. 

The  analog  computer,  another  "iron  mind"  at  the  Ibundation's 
computer  laboratory,  represents  a  different  kind  of  thinking  machine. 
It  does  not  accept  problems  in  numerical  form,  nor  does  it  supply  the 
answers  in  that  form.   Instead,  the  operator  feeds  data  into  it  as 
electrical  impulses  representing  a  particular  mathematical  equation,

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The  solution  usually  is  Returned  to  the  operator  as  a  graph  or  is  read 
directly  from  the  meters. 

Armour  Research  ibundation's  new  digital  calculator  almost  thinks 
for  itself,,     The  operator  sets  up  the  machine  for  a  problem  and  specifies 
the  operations  he  wants  it   to  perform.     Then  the  machine  takes  over. 
It  not  only  carries  out  the  operations,  but   it  also  nskes  all  the 
necessary  decisions  as  to  the  sequence  in  which  they  should  be  performed. 

"This   is  its  most  important  feature,"  Rubinfien  said.      "It 
decides  what   it  is  going  to  do  next,  not  arbitrarily  but  on  the  basis 
of  a  rational  judgement  we  have  provided  in  advance," 

The  information  necessary  for  the  machine  to  operate  so 
intelligently  is  fed  into  it  on  punched  cards  that  provide  the  operator 
with  a   large  number  of  possible  operations.      It  is  this  feature  that 
gives  the  machine  its  name  of  "card- programmed  calculator."

Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  showed  that  Septemoer 
was  as  dust-free  as   it  was  warm.     An  average  of  only  35*3^  tons  of  dust 
fell  on  each  square  mile  of  the   city. 

IVkurice  Kayner,    chief  analytical  chemist  at  the  Foundation, 
pointed  out  that   the   improving  dustfall  record  is  even  more  impressive 
over  a  longer  period  of  times 

—  For  the   first  nine  months  of   1951i   the  average  itonthly 
dustfall  was  (^J,ld  tons  per  square  mile. 

— •  For  the  first  nine  months  of   195 2»    ^^^  average  monthly 
dustfall  was  52.80  tons,   a  drop  of  21  per  cent. 

In  the  first  nine  months  of  1952,  a  total  of  474»91  tons  of  dust 
fell  on  an  average  square  mile    in  Chicago;    in  1951»   the  nuicber  was 

604.57. 

Kayner  explained  that  on  warm,  windless  days,    like  those  Chicago 
experienced  in  September,   dustfall  usually  is   lighter.

"By  that  I  mean  a  church  or  chapel  should  identify  itself*  rather 
than  rely  upon  the  spiritual  associations  of  a  traditional  fashion  in 
architecture,  such  as  the  Gothic^  But  the  same  motives  of  respect  and 
nobility  are  present  in  btth  instances,."  he  added. 

The  chapel,  located  between  Michigan  and  Wabash  avenues  on  the 
south  side  of  32nd  street^  will  be  dedicated  in  a  public  ceremony  at 
4«30  P*m».  Sunday,  October  26..  The  Right  Reverend  VJallace  E.  Conkling,

"I  know  there  are  those  who  may  take  exception  to  the  chapel," 
Mies  van  der  Rohe  said,"  but  it  was  designed  for  the  students  and  staff 
at  the  school.  They  will  understand  it« 

"Architecture  should  be  concerned  with  the  epoch,  not  the  day. 
The  chapel  will  not  grow  old.., it  is  of  noble  character,  constructed  of 
good  materials,  and  has  beautiful  proportions.. .it  is  done  as  things 
should  be  done  today,  taking  advantage  of  our  technological  means.  The 
men  who  did  the  Gothic  churches  achieved  the  best  they  could  with  their 
means, 

"Too  often  we  think  of  architecture  in  terms  of  the  spectacular. 
There  is  nothing  spectacular  about  this  chapelj  it  was  not  meant  to  be 
spectacular.   It  was  meant  to  be  simple;  and,  in  fact,  it  is  simple. 
But  in  its  simplicity  it  is  not  primitive,  but  noble,  and  in  its  smallness 
it  is  great— in  fact,  monumental,   I  would  not  have  built  the  chapel 
difierently  if  I  had  had  a  million  dollars  to  do  ito" 

Outside  dimensions  of  the  chapel  are  60  feet  long,  37  feet  wide, 
and  19  feet  highi  Eastern  and  Western  exposures  are  floor-to-roof  panes 
of  glass,  'flails  are  of  ouff  brick,  topped  by  a  flat  roof  ©f  prefabricated 
concrete  slabs.  Floors  are  gray  terrazzo. 

The  altar  is  a  7i  ton  block  of  unadorned  Roman  Travertine  marble. 
Both  altar  rail  and  altar  cross  are  of  stainless  steel. 

Ground  was  broken  for  the  chapel  in  June,  1951°  Conscruction 
was  started  the  following  August  by  H.  G,  Armstrong  and  Company,  Chicago, 
Land  has  been  provided  by  Illinois  Tech  under  an  affiliation  agreement.

CHICAGO  —  The  greatest  future  hope  for  private  educational 
institutions   lies   in  support  from  American  business,   Dr.    John  T. 
Rettaliata,    president  of  Illinois   Institute  of  Technology,   declared  in 
his  annual  report  to  the  Illinois  Tech  board  of  trustees,    irade  public 
today. 

"American  business  knows   it   is   in  its  own  interest  to  stimulate 
and  strengthen  colleges,    the  principal  source  of  its  key  personnel, 
Dr.   Rettaliata  said.      "A  college  education  is     regarded  today  as  a 
standard  requirement.      If  the  situation  ever  arose  where  business  were 
deprived  of  college  graduates,   profits  would  soon  reflect  the   lack  of 
such  talent. " 

Pointing  out   that   colleges  receive  less  than  two-tenths  of  one 
per  cent  of  net  earnings  of  corporations,    the   Illinois  Tech  president 
said  that  about  one-half  of  one  per  cent  will  be  necessary  for 
"survival  on  an  adequate  basis, " 

Contributions  to  the   Institute  for   the  1951-52  year   totaled 
$583,000,   he  reported,   with  the  largest   share  coming  from  industrial 
corj^orations.     More   than  3*4'^'^  alumni  also  made  contributions. 
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Observing  that  educational  institutions  offer  a  commodity  at   less 
than  cost.   Dr.  Rettaliata  said:      "It   is  gratifying  to  observe  an 
increasing  recognition  of  the  need  and  value  of  their  financial  support." 

The  current   critical  shortage  of  engineers  will  continue,    he 
predicted.     The  national  need   is  estimated  at  30,000,   with  28,600 
graduates  this  year.     Next  year,   with  an  estircated  2^,000  graduates, 
the  situation  will  be  even  more  severe,     A  major  cause  of  the  shortage 
was  the   low  birth  rate  existing  during  depression  years. 

Illinois  Tech  awarded  86l  degrees  during  the  year.     A.  record 
number  of  y2^  companies  visited  the  campus  last  spring  to   interview 
graduates.     Average  salary  of  the   June  class  was   $325,   a  figure  which 
has  been  advancing  approxiirately  $12  to  $15  dollars  for  each  graduating 
class. 

The  employment  of  engineers  should   continue  to   bj  favorable, 
Dr.   Rettaliata  predicted,    for   "during  the   last   half   century  the  ratio 
of  engineers  to  other  workers   in  various   industries  has   consistently 
been  on  the   increase," 

Be  emphasized  the  need  for   careful  study  of   job  requirements  by 
industry  and  the  military  establishment  to  avoid  misuse  of  scientific 
and  engineering  talents. 

"Let  us  not  repeat  some  of  the  mistakes  of  "'iorld  War  II  where, 
in  some  instances,    the  waste  of  brainpower  '^Tas  shamefuli..7i'e  must  not 
jeopardize  our   chance  of   survival  through  the  misuse   of  our  precious 
talents." 

Illinois  Tech  conducted  73  sponsored  research  projects  during 
the  year,   the   Institute's  president  reported,   representing  a   total 
volume  of  about   $700,000.      This  total  does   not   include   the  expenditure 
for  research  at   Illinois  Tech's  affiliate,  Armour  Research  Foundation, 
which   exceeded    $8  million. 
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Dr.  rtettaiiata  said  that  a  proportionately  greater  nux±)er  of 
graduate  students  are  enrolling  at   Illinois  Tech.     They  represent  about 
10  per  cent  of  total  day  enrollment,   the  highest   figure  so  far»      In 
1946-47*   the  proportion  was  about  5   psr  cent. 

The  growth  of  Illinois  Tech's  modern  campus  on  the  city's  near 
south  side  continued  at  an  active  pace.  Consolidated  operating  income 
for  the  year  totaled  a  record  $12,53^,000, 

Thirty-one  old  buildings  were  razed  during  the  year  to  make 
room  for  new  classroom  and  laboratory  structures,   and   18  parcels  of 
land  were  acquired^      The  demolition  of  the  Mecca  building,  34th  and 
State  streets,   was  an  important   step  in  this  program,   as  was  the  purchase 
of  the  Arcade  building,  35'^^  and  State  streets. 

A.  new  nine-story  apart.nent  building  is  under  construction,   and 
a  second  research  laboratory  for  the  Association  of  American  Railroads 
will  be  started  soon.      Plans  are  being  formulated  for  a  new  building  to 
house   the  Institute  of  Design,   a  degree-granting  department  of  Illinois 
Tech   located  on  the  city's  near  north  side,   and  the  Department  of 
Architectureo     Construction  of  a  new  Student  Union  building  is  also 
being  consideredo 

Illinois  Tech  can  "face  the  future  with  courage,"  Dr. 
Rettaliata  concluded,  as   long  as   it   continues  tn   "render  a  useful  and 
unique  service   through  education  and  research  conducted   in  the  free 
atmosphere  of  an  independent   institution. "

JE.ORIA,    111,   —  City  fire  departments  form  our  first   line  of 
defense  against    the  threat  of  bombing,   John  J.  Ahern,    director  of  fire 
protection  and  safety  engineering  at   Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
declared  tonightv 

'»Ve  will  not  escape  the  horror  cf  air  attacks  in  the  next  war, 
Ahern  said,   and  we  must  be  prepared  to  meet   them^ 

Ahern  issued   this  warning  at   the  62nd  annual  convention  of  the 
Illinois  Firemen's  association  in  Peoria, 

"It   is  vital,"   he  said,    "that  the  fire  service  be  at   top  strength 
as  we   face  the  critical  period  ahead»      He  are  looking  down  the  throat 
of  the  war  of  the  future,  and  the  biggest   threat   to  our  very  existence 
is  the  bombing  of  our  cities  and  production  centers, 

"The  fire  service   is  prepared  and  has  been  one  of  the  few  groups 
in  the  country  that  has  accepted  the  challenge  of  this  threat.     As  a 
nation,    the  general  public  has  out-fiddled  Nero  in  frittering  away  the 
precious  time  given  us   to  warm  up  for  the  big  showo..7«e  must  dispel 
the  apathy  of  our  fellow  citizens  and  put  our  civil  defense  program  on 
a  high  priority  basis,"  Ahern  told  the  firemen. 
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Although  our  modern  fire  departments  are  prepared  for  any 
emergency,  including  air  raids,  there  are  things  which  can  be  done  to 
improve  morale  in  the  fire  service #  Ahern  added* 

'^iihile   salary  is  an  extremely  important  part  of  this  (morale) 
problem,*  he  said,  "it  is  not  the  only  major  ingredient.  Opportunities 
for  advancement  on  merit,  recognition  of  outstanding  performances,  and 
stimulating  activities  between  runs  are  also  important  features  in 
keeping  a  department  at  peak  performance." 

Ahern  told  the  firemen  various  ways  by  which  they  could  improve 
their  service  and  gain  more  respect  from  the  public. 

"The  fire  department  should  be  outstanding  in  all  civic  activities 
and  keep  in  front  of  the  public  the  many  services  which  it  renders  in 
its  everyday  routine  operations,"  he  said. 

Citizens  should  be  told  why  firemen  must  sometimes  pull  down 
ceilings  and  open  up  partitions  in  fighting  a  fire.  They  should  be 
"informed  of  the  danger  lurking  in  a  fire  which  rekindles  after  the 
fireman  has  left." 

Ahern  also  recommended  reduction  of  water  dairagec  tetter 
inspection  services,  and  improvement  in  fire  investigations.

Goitmittees  consisting  of  mexbers  of  the  Council  were  appointed 
to  study  how  Illinois  Tech  can  better  serve  the  fo«d  industry.   Objectives 
of  the  coirmittees  will  be  to  encourage  enrollment  in  food  engineering, 
increase  the  Institute's  facilities  and  voli^ir.e  of  research  in  the  field, 
and  advance  recognition  of  the  profession.

of  foods  where  costs  and  results  can  be  analyzed  and  predicted. 

Demonstrating  industry's  need  for  food  engineers,  Parker  revealed 
current  annual  salaries  of  graduates  since  1949»  when  the  first  I.  I»  T, 
food  engineers  received  their  degrees. 

For  the  1949  graduate,  the  average  income  is  $5i5^^'t    ^'^^  ^95^ t 
$4,900;  for  1931,  $4,130}  and  for  I932,  $3,75C. 

Because  the  curriculum  is  so  new,  Parker  said,  only  I3  food 
engineering  graduates  have  been  supplied  so  far  to  industry. 

Eight  night  courses  have  been  offered  in  food  engineering  at 
I.  I.  T.  since  the  fall  of  1949,  he  said,  to  a  total  of  403  students. 

Average  enrollment  for  each  night  class  has  been  5^»  Parker 
reported.   He  noted  that  the  courses  had  been  offered  in  the  evening

CHICAGO  --  Hoite  study  courses  in  the  gas  industry  field  were 
announced  this  week  by  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology,  an  affiliate 
of  Illinois   Institute  of  Technology, 

These  courses  are  the  only  home  study  courses   in  existence  vjhich 
offer   instruction  in  techniques  developed  during  the  rapid  post-war  growth 
of  the  gas   industry.     They  are  designed  particularly  for  students  and 
gas  utility  employes. 

IGT's  Director  E,   S.    Pettyjohn  states  that  the  home   study 
courses  will  be   "particularly  valuable  to  those  utility  personnel  whose 
work  has  been  restricted  to  one  phase  of  operations  so  long  that   they 
have   lost   contact  with  progress   in  other  areas." 

IGT  is  an  educational  and  research  facility  supported  by  the 
gas   industry,    nov/  the  nation's  sixth  largest  industry. 

The   courses  are  being  prepared  in  cooperation  with  the  American 
Gas  association,   which  appointed  a  committee  of   I5  utility  executives 
to  act   in  an  advisory  capacity.      In  addition,  ^3  S^^   industry  specialists 
are  contributors  and  reviewers.

CHICAGO — Natural  human  reactions — without  panic — are  effective 
protection  against  radiation  in  the  event  of  atomic  attack,  an  expert  on 
the  atom  told  the  Chicago  Engineers  club  today, 

Dr,  Richard  F,  Humphreys,  chairman  of  the  physics  department  at 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  explained 
that  the  best  way  to  prevent  dangerous  radiation  dosage  is  to  get  as  much 
of  anything— such  as  earth  or  concrete — between  you  and  the  bomb. 

■  Most  people  -vjould  do  this  naturally  anyvjay,  he  said.  Dr.  Humphreys 
spoke  at  a  luncheon  meeting  at  the  club. 

If  you're  outside,  you'll  probably  duck  into  a  doorway;  if  you're 
indoors,  yoii'll  probably  hide  under  a  desk  or  table,  he  said.  This  protection 
against  the  blast  effect  is  also  effective  af^ainst  radj.ation. 

Assuming  the  enemy  xjculd  set  off  the  bomb  somewhere  above  the  surface 
of  the  earth,  the  most  destructive  kind  of  blast,  about  half  the  total  radia- 
tion danger  would  be  over  ^^ri.thin  one  second  after  tlie  explosion.  Dr.  Humphreys 
said, 

1-Jithin  10  seconds,  about  80  percent  of  the  radiation  danger  would  be 
over.  Thus,  up  to  half  the  radiation  effects  can  be  avoided  if  a  person  seeks 
shelter  in  a  few  seconds,  and  almost  any  protection  against  the  blast  affords 
protection  against  radiation,  he  said. 

Humphreys  said  that  an  underwater  blast  is  less  likely  because  that 
type,  though  destroying  harbor  installations,  would  cause  the  least  general 
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destruction^  but  such  an  explosion  ds  possible  because  of  Chicago's  lake  front* 

The   greatest  danger  from  the  water  type  wavild  be  a  low-flying  radio- 
active mist,  wiTich  could  be  dangerous  for  hours  to  days,   Humphrej-'s  said.     The 
same  type  of  danger  could  be  present  in  dust  from  an  on-the-ground  explosion. 

An  enemy  is  most  likely  to  try  to  destroy  as  much  property  in  Chicago 
as  possible,   Humphreys  commented,   because  of  the   city's   industrial  importance. 

To  giiard  against  residual  radiation  effects,  Humphreys  advised  stay- 
ing indoors  where  mist  and  dust  are  least  likely  to  penetrate.     If  you've 
been  exposed,   the  decontamination  process  is  simple — discard  the  clothes 
you  were  wearing  and  wash  every  part  of  the  body  with  extreme  care^   he   saidr 

Most  food  will  be  eatable  if  it  hasn't  been  exposed  to  radioactive 
dust,  Humphreys  pointed  out.      If  the  food  was  in  a  closed  container,  wash 
off  the  container— radiation  effects  will  be  negligible, 

"Panic  induced  by  fear  of  radioactivity  may  be  far  m^ore  devastating 
than  the  radioactivity  itself ,"  Hum.phreys  predicted.     "If  you  arc  any>7here 
near  where   the  bomb  went  off,   don't  go  out  in  the  street  until  someone  comes 
to  get  you," 

He  pointed  out  that  a  person  in  a  well-constnacted  modern  building 
may  siirvive   the  explosion  even  if  it  occurs  nearby.     That's  why  it's  impor- 
tant to  be  well  informed  on  ways  to  guard  against  dangerous  radiation,   he 
concluded,

CHICAGO  --  The  dustiest  October  in  at   least  six  years  was 
experienced  by  Chicagoans  last  jEonth* 

Maurice  Kayner,    chief  analytical  chemist  at  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  cf  Technology,  reported  today  that  an  average 
of  63»82  tons  of  dust  that  fell  on  every  square  mile  of  Chicago  gave  the 
city  its  dustiest  October  since  the  Foundation  began  measuring  duatfall 
in  1946* 

Next  highest  October  was  in  194^.  when  the  average  duatfall  was 
63*92  tons  per  square  mile» 

Kayner  put  the  blame  f(»r  the  dirt  on  two  main  factorsj 

—The  unusual  drought.     Total  October  rainfall,   according  to  the 
U.S.  weather  bureau,  was  •93  inches,    less  than  a  third  as  much  as  fell 
in  October.,   1931»  when  the  average  dustfall  was  49«31  tons  per  square  mile« 

—Heavy  construction  throughout  the   city.     Extensive  road 
construction  coupled  with  the  usual  amount  of  building,   gave  the  strong 
winds  something  t«  blow  about» 

The  weather  bureau  reprrted  there  were   1?  days  during  the  month 
when  the  wind  velocity  exceeded  20  miles  per  hour. 

This  was  only  two  more  than  the  October  1931*    total,   but  last 
month  the  wind  had  more  to  work  with,   Kayner  explained*     The  drought 
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was  nationwide,  so  that  winds  from  neighboring  states  were  already  laden 
with  dust  upon  their  arrival   in  Chicago. 

Last  month's  dustfall  was  nearly  twice  that  of  September's  35«38 
tons  per  sguare  mile.

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MILViAUKEE  —  With  the  routine  and  steadily  increasing  use  of 
explosive  and  flammable  nHterials  in  manufacturing  plants,  industry 
faces  a  choice  between  fire  prevention  and  suicide. 

That  was  the  blunt  warning  issued  today  (Nov.  19)  by  Prof,  John 
J.  Ahern,  director  of  fire  protection  and  safety  engineering  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  in  a  talk  before  the  Fire  Prevention  and  Plant 
Protection  school  of  the  Milwaukee  Association  of  Commerce. 

"'He   are  paying  and  paying  dearly  for  the  national  crime  of 
indifference  to  the  hazards  in  the  use  in  industry  of  explosive  gases, 
flammable  liquids,  liquified  petroleum  gases,  concentrated  hydrogen 
peroxide,  and  liquid  oxygen, "  he  declared. 

Ahern  pointed  out  that  since  fire  insurance  rates  reflect  the 
experience  loss  of  the  insurance  companies,  the  country  is  paying  heavily 
f inancia lly. 

"Every  fire  diminishes  our  precious  materials,"  he  said,  "and 
we  0  nnet  afford  to  continue  the  destruction  of  our  natural  resources." 

Aa  a  solution  to  the  fire  problem,  Ahern  offered  a  two-fold  plan 
of  action. 
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The  first,  he  said,  calls  for  "full  utilization  of  technical 
progress  in  fire  control  methods.  The  increased  use  of  autonatio 
sprinklers,  water  spray  and  water  fog,  and  the  addition  of  surface 
wetting  agents  to  ordinary  water  to  produce  'wet-water'  are  steps 
forward  in  the  relentless  fight  to  control  our  fire  problems." 

Ahern  noted  the  great  strides  which  have  been  nade  in  the  use 
of  special  extinguishing  agents  such  as  dry  chemicals,  carbon  dioxide, 
foam,  and  other  chlorinated  hydrocarbons,  but  pointed  out  that  the 
surface  has  only  been  scratched  in  these  fields. 

The  second  approach  to  the  problem,  according  to  Ahern,  is  what 
he  termed  an  "industrial  fire  brigadej" 

"A  properly  trained  brigade  provides  emergency  assistance  and 
also  acts  as  a  preventive  group  in  their  normal  jobs* 

"The  industrial  fire  brigade  and  the  public  fire  department 
should  complement  each  other.   In  our  complex  modern  plants  both  are 
needed  and  must  depend  an  each  other." 

As  a  final  warning,  Ahern  said,  "Every  square  inch  of  your 
working  area  must  be  studied  to  eliminate  fire  hazards.  Each  job  under 
your  supervision  must  be  carefully  analyzed  to  reveal  hidden  fire  and 
explosive  hazards  in  their  normal  procedures"

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OHIGAGO  —  More  oooperation  and  understanding  between  educators 
and  industrialists  is  needed  badly,  accordiEg  to  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata, 
president  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

'Where  it  existSt  such  cooperation  clears  up  misunderstanding 
on  both  sides,  Dr^  Rettaliata  told  an  educational  session  of  the  Federation 
of  Paint  and  Varnish  Production  Clubs  at  the  Palmer  House  today. 

"On  the  one  hand,"  he  said,  "it  is  giving  educators  a  much  more 
realistic  picture  of  the  American  economy  and  how  they  can  contribute 
to  its  continued  success, 

"On  the  other  hand,  it  is  helping  industrialists  form  a  more 
realistic  picture  of  educational  instituti«Jn3  than  the  opposite  —  and 
distorted  —  pictures  often  held  up  to  them." 

Wkny  businessmen  recognize  universities  as  the  worth-while 
institutions  they  are,  he  continued,  but  there  is  a  minority  of  them 
who  think  of  colleges  and  universities  as  "centers  of  radicalism,  teaching 
false  doctrines  and  repudiating  the  principles  that  made  this  nation 
great." 

No  intelligent  person,  however,  believes  that  all  professors  in 
all  universities  are  cnllectivists  or  crack-brained  econrmistSi 
XI/I8/52  -ffiore- 
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Dr.  Rettaliata  declared.   "Most  of  the  professors  I  know,"  he  said, 
"are  sensible  folks." 

Besides  producing  better  understanding,  Dr.  Rettaliata  continued, 
cooperation  also  results  in  very  concrete  benefits  for  both  education 
and  industry. 

Industry  gets  the  benefit  of  trained  personnel  to  help  meet  the 
growing  need  for  engineers  and  other  specialists!, 

By  no  means  all  of  these  come  from  the  regular  day  classes  of 
America's  universities,  he  said.  In  their  evening  classes,  Illinois 
Tech  and  other  institutions  help  develop  new  technical  and  administrative 
personnel  from  within  industry's  own  plants. 

"Capable  men  and  women  are  there,"  Dr.  Rettaliata  said,  "waiting 
only  for  the  opportunity  and  the  encouragement  to  upgrade  themselves," 

Illinois  Tech,  he  continued,  also  offers  cooperative  educational 
programs  for  any  industry  that  wants  to  participate.  Under  this  program 
a  student  enrolls  at  Illinois  Tech  and  spends  one  semester  there.  Then 
he  spends  alternate  semesters  in  school  and  working  at  the  company's 
plant.  The  result  is  a  graduate  engineer  who  also  has  a  broad  practical 
background. 

As  for  the  things  industry  does  for  education,  Dr.  Rettaliata 
listed  financial  help  as  perhaps  the  most  important.  Such  help  often 
is  in  the  form  of  scholarships  or  fellowships. 

In  this  regard,  he  commended  the  Federation  of  Paint  and  Varnish 

Production  Clubs  for  its  activity  in  supporting  a  fellowship  at  Illinois 

Tech.   "Surely  it  is  a  sign  that  yours  is  a  dynamic  and  advancing  industry,' 

he  said,  "when  it  takes  such  concrete  steps  to  encourage  young  men  to 

prepare  themselves  for  a  successful  future  in  it. "

COOPERATION  BETiVEEN  INDUSIRZ  AND  EDUCATION 

I  greatly  appreciate  this  opportunity  to  address  the  members 
of  the  Federation  of  Paint  and  Varnish  Production  Clubs.     It   is  always 
a  pleasure  to  step  off  the  campus  for  a  while  and  meet  with  a  group 
of  industrialists  and  businessmen  like  yourselves.     I  worked  in  industry 
for  a  number  of  years  myself  before  throwing  in  my  lot  with  the  educators, 
so  I  feel  right  at  home  with  you. 

It   is  doubly  a  pleasure  to  address  a  group  like  yours  when  it 
is  made  up  of  persons  who  have  a  real  interest  in  m^  calling  —  education. 
rte  at  Illinois  Tech  are  very  much  interested   in  the  educational  fellowships 
provided  at  our  institution  by  the  Federation  and  by  several  of  its 
local  member  club3# 

Surely  it   is  a  sign  that  yours  is  a  dynamic  and  advancing  industry 
when  it  takes  such  concrete  steps  to  encourage  young  men  to  prepare 
themselves  for  a  successful  future  in  it,      I  can  see  nothing  but  a 
bright  future  for   industries  as  farsighted  as  yours, 

-more- 
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Your  educational  program  illustrates  well  the  close  and  profitable 
partnership  that  can  exist  between  industry  and  education  in  a  free 
economy.  It  illustrates  cooperation  so  well,  in  fact,  as  to  make  my 
talk  very  easy  today. 

Stated  as  briefly  as  possible,  our  partnership  boils  down  to 
thiss  Engineers  and  scientists  are  the  products  of  education,  and  they 
are  employed  largely  by  industry. 

Taken  this  way,  however,  the  phrase  "Cooperation  between  Industry 
and  Education"  could  mean  only  an  involuntary  kind  of  cooperation  forced 
by  the  law  of  supply  and  demand.  This  would  be  a  ease  of  educators 
training  engineers  because  industry  demands  them  ...  and  industrialists 
cooperating  with  educators  so  they  can  obtain  more  and  better  engineers. 

In  practice,  of  course,  there  is  a  great  deal  more  to  it  than 
that.  Let's  consider  the  long-range  aspects  of  the  mutual  interests 
and  problems  facing  both  educators  and  industrialists: 

First,  an  even  greater  amount  of  voluntary  cooperation  between 
them  than  we  have  seen  in  the  past  is  essential  if  privately  supported 
educational  institutions  are  to  survive. 

Second,  such  institutions  must  survive  if  industry  is  to  continue 
to  receive  the  benefits  it  needs  from  a  free  educational  system. 

Survival,  however,  isn't  alvrays  easy.   iVhen  we  consider  the 
plight  of  both  industry  and  education  due  to  higher  costs,  rising  taxes, 
lov/er  enrollments,  and  the  increasing  complexity  of  research  and 
development,  we  can  see  the  need  for  a  continuing  and  enlightened 
cooperation. 

Technology  is  the  basis  of  our  great  economy.  Technical  processes 
are  brought  into  being  and  taught  to  others  mainly  in  our  technological 
educational  institutions. 
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Yet  technology  can  benefit  no  one  if  it  remains  in  the  classroon 
and  in  the  university  laboratory.   In  our  country  the  fruits  of 
technological  education  reach  the  public  principally  through  the  medium 
of  American  industry. 

That  is  why  I  say  to  you  that  if  industry  and  education  are  to 
remain  great  and  free  in  this  country,  they  must  work  together  to 
maintain  that  freedom.  Vfhat  restricts  one  in  its  growth  or  improvement 
restricts  the  other  as  well. 

At  the  outset,  we  must  recognize  that  we  are  dealing  with  a 
relatively  new  concept  when  we  speak  of  cooperation  between  industry 
and  education.  Through  the  centuries  the  college  has  provided  a 
cloistered  experience. 

The  ideal  was  for  men  to  withdraw  from  active  life  to  meditate 
a Ed  study.  There  was  little  place  for  contact  with  the  market  place » 
and  little  opportunity  for  the  market  place  to  know  what  7/ent  on  in  the 
university. 

Even  in  American  colleges  this  has  been  the  common  pattern  for 
more  than  two  hundred  years.   It  still  is  a  factor  in  American  higher 
education. 

But  forces  have  been  at  ?/ork  that  have  icade  inevitable  the 
cooperative  development  we  are  considering.  Perhaps  the  most 
important  of  these  is  the  change  in  our  way  of  living.   It  is  largely 
as  vje   have  become  a  nation  of  cities  that  the  necessity  for  a  partnership 
has  arisen. 

We  are  living  in  larger  social  units.  Each  segment  of  these 
large  urban  centers  is  dependent  on  other  segments.  V*hat  one  part  dees 
or  does  not  do  has  a  fast  and  far-reaching  effect  on  the  other  parts. 
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It   is  the  recognition  of  this   interdependence  by  educators, 
industrialists!  and  business  men  that   leads  them  to  explore  ways  and 
means  of  cooperating  so  that  the  well-being  of  one  group  will  lead  to 
the  well-being  of  others  as  well. 

So  much  for  the  need  for  cooperation.     Now  let's  see  what  kinds 
of  cooperation  exist. 

Some  of  it,   naturally,    stems  from  the  direct   interest  on  the 
part  of  industry   in  having  an  up-and-coming  supply  of  technically 
qualified  persons  to  man  its  organizations.      That,   however,    is  only  a 
part  of  the  story. 

Many  of  the  programs  for  cooperation  are  built  on  a  much  broader 
base.     They  rest  on  the  assumption  that   colleges  don't  know  enough  about 
industry  and  industry  hasn't  taken  enough  interest   in  education*     There 
is,    in  short  I   evidence  of  a  desire  for  more  knowledge  and  more 
understanding  between  industry  and  education. 

I  say  that  this  is  a  healthy  desire.      It   is  a  desire  that  you 
in  your  Federation  and  we  at   Illinois  Tech  are  trying  to  foster  and 
fulfill. 

On  the  one  hand   it    is  giving  educators  a  much  more   realistic 
picture  of  the  American  economy  and  how  they  can  contribute  to   its 
continued  success. 

On  the  other  hand,    it   is  helping  industrialists  form  a  more 
realistic  picture  of  educational  institutiond  than  the  opposite  —  and 
distorted  —  pictures  often  held  up  to  them. 
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Universities  are  recognized  by  many  for  the  worthwhile 
institutions  that    they  are,   educational  bulwarks  strengthening  our 
nation  and  advancing  the  American  way  of  life. 

However,    in  the  opinion  of  some  others,    fortunately  in  the 
minority,   the  universities  are  centers  of  radicalism,  teaching  false 
doctrines  and  repudiating  the   principles  that  made  this  nation  great. 

Vihich  of  these  points  of  view  is  correct,   or  more  nearly  correct? 

Well,   no   intelligent  person  believes  that  all  the  professors  in 
all  the  universities  are  socialists,    collectivists,  atheists,  and 
crack-brained  economists  who  want  to  re-write  the  American  constitution 
and  destroy  the   competitive  system. 

If  the  public  gets  the  impression  that  they  are,   it  is  mostly 
because   it   is  usually  the   left-wingers  and  screwballs  who  get  into  the 
papers.     Most  professors   I  know  are  sensible  folks,  and   sensible  folks 
just  don't  make  as  good  headlines,    from  the  viewpoint    of  much  of  the 
press,   as  those  other  birds  do. 

In  my  opinion,   there  is  a  more  positive  side  of  the  picture,   too. 
In  support  of  that   picture,    let's   look  at  the  record,  as  the  politicians 
say.     Let  me   list  a  few  of  the  things   Illinois  Tech  and  other  colleges 
are  doing  to  support  and  uphold  free  American  industryi 

1.)     We  provide,  for  any  company  that  wants  to  participate,   a 
cooperative  educational  program  to  produce  practical  engineers  for  that 
company.     This  program  enrolls  students  v7ho  spend  one  semester  at   Illinois 
Tech  and  then  alternate   semesters  working  for  the  company  and   coming 
back  to  study.     Many  companies  take  a  promising  young  man  from  their 
plants  to  enter  this  program  and  thus  provide  themselves,    within  five 
years,   with  a  graduate  engineer  who  also  has  a  broad  practical  background. 
In  other  oases,  we  aid  the  company  in  finding  the  candidate. 
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2.)  Our  evening  classes  provide  industry  with  engineers . and 
executives  from  within  its  ranks.  The  demand  for  engineering  graduates 
today  far  exceeds  the  supply,  A  vast  source  of  technical  and  administrative 
personnel,  however*  is  at  hand  within  industry's  own  plants.  Capable 
men  and  women  are  there,  waiting  only  for  the  opportunity  and  the 
encouragement  to  upgrade  themselves.  Our  evening  classes  enable  them 
to  do  so, 

3,)  Upon  request,  Illinois  Tech  conducts  special  classes 
enrolling  only  the  employees  of  one  company  for  specific  instruction. 
Sometimes  these  special  courses  are  conducted  on  the  Illinois  Tech  campus; 
frequently,  however,  they  are  conducted  in  the  company's  plants  For 
example,  in  recent  years  Illinois  Tech  instructors  have  conducted  classes 
at  the  Allis-Chalmers  plant  in  Milwaukee  and  the  Caterpillar  plant  in 
Peoria, 

4»)   Illinois  Tech  undertakes  both  fundamental  and  applied  research 
of  tremendous  importance  to  the  continued  health  and  growth  of  industry. 
Scientific  research,  we  believe,  is  the  pacemaker  of  progress. 

3,)  Illinois  Tech,  along  with  many  other  institutions,  cooperates 
with  a  wide  variety  of  companies  and  associations  in  the  establishment 
of  graduate  fellowships.  The  sponsoring  organization  pays  the  tuition 
and  living  expense  of  a  selected  graduate  student  who  performs  research 
in  that  organization's  field.  This  program  has  two-fold  benefit  for 
the  sponsor  of  the  fellowship.   It  stimulates  the  discovery  of  new  knowledge 
in  the  field,  and  it  produces  competent  young  scientists  who  become 
trained  to  enter  the  employ  of  companies  in  that  field  with  a  knowledge 
of  its  technical  problems. 

That  brings  us  to  the  things  industry  is  doing  for  education. 
They  are  many,  but  perhaps  the  most  important  is  the  financial  help  given. 
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This  help  often  is  in  the  form  of  undergraduate  scholarships 
or  graduate  fellowships,  like  the  ones  you  gentlemen  support* 
In  these  programs  we  see  true  cooperation  between  industry  and  education. 
They  represent  a  joint  group  effort,  and  both  parties  benefit  by  thenu 

The  fellowships  supported  by  your  own  industry  were  inaugurated 
in  the  fall  of  1949  v;ith  a  fellowship  sponsored  jointly  by  the  Chicago 
Paint,  Varnish,  and  Lacquer  Association  and  the  Paint  and  Varnish 
Production  Club  of  Chicago,  Established  on  the  imstor  of  science  level, 
it  has  been  offered  ccntinuoujly  since  1949* 

Then,  last  year,  the  Federation  of  I^int  and  Varnish  Production 
Clubs  undertook  to  finance  a  fellowship  for  work  on  a  project  of 
extreme  importance  to  your  industry  —  the  problem  of  noxious  fume 
control  in  paint  and  varnish  production  operations.  The  participants 
are  trying  to  work  out  ways  to  eliminate  or  at  least  control  these  fiimes. 

Now,  this  is  a  very  complex  and  difficult  chemical  problem. 
It's  an  important  one,  though,  if  for  no  other  reason  than  the  attitude 
of  the  public  and  of  legislative  bodies.  One  offending  plant  can  give 
the  whole  industry  a  bad  name. 

I  know  that  your  interest  in  this  matter  also  reflects  your 
concern  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  those  who  work  for  you.  Every 
employer  wants  his  plant  to  be  considered  a  good  place  to  'work, 

I  might  add  that  there  is  very  much  interest  shov/n  in  this 
project  by  persons  from  all  over  the  country.   Our  own  Chicago  city 
government  is  keeping  close  watch.  They  like  v/hat  you  are  doing. 

To  them,  it  is  evidence  of  an  industry's  concern  that  it  be  a 
desirable  part  of  the  community  in  every  respect.   It  would  be  alarming 
if  it  were  otherwise,  for  in  the  Chicago  area  the  paint  and  varnish 
industry  has  some  80  factories,  including  one  of  the  largest  in  the  world. 
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In  their  research,  the  men  you  are  sending  to  Illinois  Tech  are 
tackling  fundamental  problems  to  determine  the  nature  of  the  materials 
coming  out  of  plant  stacks  and  the  best  means  of  controlling  them. 
Among  other  things,  they  have  found  that  no  two  plants  have  exactly 
the  same  problems.  Each  plant  is  an  individual  and  must  be  treated  as 
such* 

I  want  to  give  some  more  credit  where  credit  is  due.  Those 
two  local  paint  and  varnish  associations  mentioned  earlier  as  the 
sponsors  .>f  master's  fellowships  have  cooperated  with  us  for  the  benefit 
of  your  industry  in  other  ways. 

They  have  sponsored  several  undergraduate  and  graduate  courses 
relating  to  paint  and  varnish  technology.  They  also  have  supplied  us 
with  some  necessary  pieces  of  laboratory  equipment*  All  this,  you  may 
be  sure»  is  deeply  appreciated. 

This  interest  on  the  part  of  your  industry  has  encouraged  a 
corresponding  interest  in  your  industry  on  the  part  of  our  students. 
Q,uite  a  number  of  our  chemical  engineering  seniors  have  participated  in 
the  fume  abatement  project  as  part  of  their  senior  research  problems. 

Interest  in  the  project  has  been  keen.  In  fact,  in  the  past 
few  semesters  there  have  been  more  applications  for  fume  abatement 
problems  than  could  be  handled.  IVlany  of  these  students  will  enter 
your  industry,  as  many  have  in  the  past.  Hence,  your  return  from  your 
investment  in  Illinois  Tech  will  be  far  greater  than  you  might  have  thought. 

Thus,  in  many  ways,  industry  and  education  have  been  moving 
closer  to  each  other  in  America.  They  have  also  been  moving  toward 
greater  understanding  of  each  other, 

I  believe  it  is  very  important  that  we  continue  to  do  so,  for 
lack  of  understanding  between  groups  has  become  the  most  critical  problem 
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It  is  the  basis  of  our  present  international  tensions.   It 
stands  between  us  and  the  achievement  of  security,  both  economic  and 
military* 

It  is  at  the  root  of  our  labor-management  troubles.  It  exists 
even  on  the  university  campus. 

With  the  entry  of  America  into  a  technological  era,  education 
as  well  as  industry  has  undergone  great  change.  The  demand  has  been 
for  larger  and  larger  facilities  in  science  and  engineering. 

The  universities  have  responded  to  this  demand.  In  doing  so 
they  have  left  the  cloistered  way  of  life  and  come  forth  to  m^et  the 
needs  of  industry  in  technological  education  and  research. 

And  yet  they  have  tended  to  become  divided  into  tvro  groups. 
On  one  side  are  those  in  the  technical  field,  with  their  emphasis  on 
measureable  quantities.  On  the  other  are  those  in  the  humanities  and 
social  sciences,  centered  on  ethical  and  cultural  standards. 

In  the  course  of  this  development,  techn^^logical  institutions 
had  a  tendency  often  to  develop  too  narrow  a  view  and  to  overlook 
social  considerations,   I  am  glad  to  say  that  this  is  being  corrected. 
There  is  a  definite  trend  toward  broadening  the  educational  background 
of  the  scientist  and  the  engineer, 

Illinois  Tech,  with  the  others,  has  modified  its  curriculum 
to  give  our  students  in  the  technological  fields  more  economics,  more 
history,  more  sociology. 

But  I  wonder  how  broad  a  veiw  students  in  the  schools  that 
emphasize  the  humanities  and  social  sciences  have  of  technical  developments. 

I  am  afraid  that  in  their  curricula  the  part  th=it  technology 
plays  in  our  lives  is  too  often  overlooked,  I  hope  that  they  will  take 
steps  to  repair  these  deficits  where  they  exist  in  their  programs,  even 
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as  we  in  the  technological  schools  are   striving  to  get  our  programs   into 
better  balance. 

At  Illinois  Tech  we  turn  out  men  prinnrily  trained  in  technological 
subjects,   but  we  try  not  to  neglect  the  other  parts  of  an  education. 

We  believe  there  is  a  real  need  for  an  institution  such  as  ours 
in  an  industrialized  area,  lie  will  continue  to  do  our  best  to  see  that 
our  program  reflects  the  needs  of  the  persons  and  the  industries  of  our 
community. 

To  help  us  accomplish  this,   we   earnestly  request  your  counsel 
and  your  support.     VJe  are   certain  that  cooperation  between  us  nakes  for 
a  better  business  and  a  better  institution. 

If  you  have  never  visited  Illinois  Tech's   campus  on  Chicago's 
near  south  side,    this  is  your   invitation  to  do   so.     The  modern  classroom 
and  laboratory  buildings,   now  rising  on  a  projected  110-acre  area  once 
given  over  largely  to   slums,   are  monuments  to  cooperation  between 
education  and  industry. 

It  took  vision  and  courage  of  both  businessmen  and  educators  to 
bring  the  Institute  to  its  present  status.     'We  plan  to  deepen  and  widen 
our  participation  with,  and  assistance  to,   business  and   industry  as  we 
go  forward  with  our  program. 

The  research  men  and  executives,  whoever  they  may  be,  who  will 
be  called  upon  to  solve  industry's  problems  in  the  future  v/ill  have  to 
be  men  of  stature.     Vie  cannot   choose  or  educate  them  haphazardly. 

The  most   important    job  that  American  industry  and  American 
universities  have  is  to  work  together  to  educate  these  men,   select  them 
scientifically,    train  and  test  them  fully,    and  then  give  them  every 
possible  advantage   in  the  work  they  will  do  for  us. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  be  with  you  today.      Thank  you  very  much.

According  to  Kubicek,   representatives  of  325   companies  visited 
the  Placement  office  at   Illinois  Tech  to   interview  the  3^5  members  of 
the  June,    1952,   graduating  class  who  had  filed  applications  with  the 
Office.     Each  graduate  had  an  average  of  seven  and  a  half  interviews. 

Interviewing  began  on  October  13  for  the  January  class,  and 
already  236  companies  from  all  over  the  country  have  visited  or  have 
indicated  they  plan  to  visit  the  campus,"  Kubicek  said.

The  terms  "engineer"  and  "engineering"  have  probably  been  more 
abused  in  story  and  prose  than  any  two  expressions  in  our  modern  languageo 
Many  persons  and  groups  have  attempted  to  dignify  their  activities  by 
attaching  the  word  engineering  to  them.  To  attempt  to  list  such  groups 
would  be  to  run  the  risk  of  offending  some  worthwhile  efforts,  consequently, 
I  shall  confine  my  remarks  to  engineering  in  general  and  fire  protection 
engineering  in  particular. 

About  two  years  ago  the  Engineers  Council  for  Professional 
Development  drafted  the  following  definition  of  an  engineeri   "An  engineer 
ia  characterized  by  his  ability  to  apply  creatively  scientific  principles 
to  design  or  develop  structures,  machines,  apparatus  or  manufacturing 
processes  or  works  utilizing  theme  singly  or  in  combination,  or  to 
construct  or  operate  the  same  with  full  cognizance  of  their  design  and 
ef  the  limitations  of  behavior  imposed  by  such  design,  or  to  forecast 
their  behavior  under  specific  operating  conditions,  all  as  respects  their 
intended  function,  econosucs  rif   operation  and  safety  to  life  and  prQP'^rty^^ 
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This  is  an  excellent  definition  of  engineering  in  general  and 
the  emphasis  placed  on  the  matter  of  "economics  cf  operation  and  safety 
to  life  and  property"  makes  it  particularly  pertinent  to  the  fire 
protection  engineero 

It  is  not  necessary  to  present  proof  that  fire  protection 
engineering  is  a  professiono  The  tremendous  job  which  has  been  done  in 
protecting  life  and  property  speaks  for  itself.  Our  modern  industrial 
communities,  by  their  very  existence  are  proof  of  the  success  of  our 
fire  protection  engineers  in  controlling  the  destructive  povjer  of  fire 
so  that  large  valiies  can  be  concentrated  in  relatively  small  areas* 

As  a  profession,  howeveri  we  owe  a  definite  responsibility  to 
the  general  public  in  the  field  of  fire  safety.   It  is  recognized  that 
a  profession  must  be  willing  to  accept  the  obligation  of  guaranteeing 
the  competence  of  its  members  to  the  public,  take  definite  action  towards 
the  education  of  new  men  in  the  field  and  keep  constant  pressure  on 
research  and  development  to  pvish  back  the  frontiers  of  knowledge  in  its 
field.   I  want  to  discuss  these  responsibilities  with  you  in  detail,  but 
first  I  want  to  briefly  trace  the  development  of  all  engineering  so  that 
you  can  better  appreciate  the  natural  growth  which  has  taken  place  in 
our  fields 

The  evolution  of  engineers  has  been  a  gradual  development  from 
the  purely  military  construction  specialist  to  a  technical  man  whose 
background  and  training  have  fitted  him  for  a  particular  type  of  industry. 
Until  the  beginning  of  the  Industrial  Revolution  in  the  late  l8th 
Century,  the  work  of  an  engineer  was  confined  to  the  design  and  construction 
of  a  few  simple  military  machines  or  the  erection  of  buildings,  roads 
and  public  works  based  on  relatively  simple  principles. 
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The  marvelous  advance  of  19th  Century  science  opened  the  door 
to  the  practical  application  of  vast  new  fields  cf  knowledge  and  it 
became  impossible  for  one  man  to  master  more  than  a  few  departments  of 
the  rapidly  growing  technology.  The  Civil  Engineers  broke  away  from 
the  purely  military  engineers  to  start  the  continuous  growth  of  new 
fields  which  has  continued  until  the  present  day^  As  you  know,  this 
year  we  have  joined  with  the  Civil  Engineers  in  celebrating  the  Centennial 
of  their  professional  society.  Next  to  strike  off  on  their  own  was 
the  mechanical  specia lists.  They  gradually  concerned  themselves  more 
and  nxjre  with  machinery  and  power  sourcesji  and  the  mechanical  engineering 
field  developed  through  their  efforts.  As  technical  knowledge  expanded 5 
sub-'fields  developed  in  the  major  branches  cf  Civil  and  Mechanical 
Engineering.  Electrical  Engineering  grew  up  as  a  sub-field  cf  Mechanical 
Engineering  as  the  amount  of  technical  knowledge  expanded.   In  like 
manner,  Chemical  Engineering  developed  from  the  corEbined  knowledge  of 
the  mining,  mechanical  and  electrical  fields  plus  the  chemical  developments 
of  the  day. 

Thus,  as  a  need  has  developed  for  specific  knowledge,  there  has 
beea  a  gradual  educational  and  professional  development  to  accompany  it. 
Some  fields  have  developed  more  rapidly  than  others  due  entirely  to  the 
rapid  expansion  of  manufacturing  facilities  in  that  field.  Che.mcal 
Engineering  is  a  notable  example  of  such  rapid  expansion-.   It  took  a 
tremendous  spurt  just  prior  to  World  War  I  which  was  accelerated  by  that 
war  and  has  continued  unabated  through  the  present  day.   It  has  developed 
extremely  large  nanufacturing  organizations  such  as  DuPont,  Dow  Chemical t 
Monsanto  and  Carbide  and  Carbon,  to  mention  just  a  few  which  have  grown 
to  national  prominence.  This  expanding  technology  has  carried  along  with 
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it  an  expanding  scientific  storehous  of  "know-how"  which  is  resulting 
in  a  heavier  and  heavier  curriculum  in  Chemicaj.  Engineerings  At  the 
present  time,  few  chemj.cal  engineers  are  fully  qualified  for  their  life's 
work  without  spending  at  least  five  or  more  years  in  an  engineering  scnool. 
As  the  body  of  scientr'f.i.c  kiiowledge  continues  to  expand,  the  engineers 
forrcal  education  will  resemble  more  and  crTe  the  extensive  schooling  of 
the  medical  professiouc  This  may  well  take  a  comparable  form  such  as 
four  years  pre-engineering  in  basic  science  and  liberal  studies  and 
two  or  more  additions.  1  years  in  specialized  engineering  subjectso 

The  foregoing  has  traced  the  general  development  of  engineering 
and  touched  upon  a  few  specific  types*  The  field  of  fire  protection 
engineering  has  followed  a  similar  pattern  although  its  evolution  has 
been  slov/er  because  of  the  difficulty  in  appraising  its  resultSo  This 
has  been  a  stumbling  block  to  both  the  fire  protection  and  industrial 
safety  fields.  There  is  no  method,  as  yet,  by  which  the  conflagrations 
prevented  or  disasters  averted  can  be  measuredo  Only  the  failures  are 
recognizablei  Every  citizen  in  the  country  knows  that  engineering 
failed  somewhere  along  the  line  when  the  Texas  City  Disaster  occurred. 
Very  few,  if  any,  citizens  contemplate  the  countless  nuitber  of  such 
disasters  which  have  been  prevented  by  gnod  engineering. 

Nevertheless,  although  agonizingly  slow  at  times,  there  has 
been  a  steady  growth  of  interest  in  the  technical  problems  involved  in 
controlling  fire  and  explosions  in  our  expanding  technical  world  and 
in  protecting  humanity  against  the  accident  hazards  created  by  modern 

techno logyo 

Out  of  this  need  there  has  gradually  devel'^ped  a  body  of  scientific 

knowledge  which  we  know  as  fire  protection  engineering.   Its  place  in 
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the  professional  field  is  clear  as  it  begins  to  assume  its  full  professional 
obligationso 

At  this  point  I  want  to  comment  just  briefly  en  the  subject  of 
recognition  by  other  professional  engineering  societies.  Great  strides 
are  being  made  urder  the  guidance  of  your  Conmittee  on  Cooperation  with 
Other  Engineering  Societies  headed  by  7Jarren  Jo  Bakero  Our  Society  like 
all  other  younger  engineering  societies  occasionally  encounters  the  old 
timer  in  another  field  who  stands  acorss  the  road  of  progress  and  shouts 
defiantly  that  there  can  be  no  more  branches  uf  engineering,-   His  position 
is  just  as  rediculous  today  as  it  would  have  been  seTenty---flve  years  ago 
in  the  era  just  before  his  particular  specialty  was  recognized.  All  -vTho 
will  take  the  time  to  study  the  progress  of  engineering  come  to  the 
inevitable  conclusion  that  progress  never  ceases-'-that  twenty  five  years 
from  now  there  there  will  be  branches  of  engineering  that  we  have  never 
dreamed  of  today. 

What  brings  about  this  sporadic  strife  on  the  subject  of 
recognition?  Let  me  explain — much  of  it  stems  from  the  results  of  the 
accrediting  program  carried  on  by  the  Committee  on  Education  of  the 
Engineer's  Council  for  Professional  Developments  This  is  an  extremely 
important  work  and  has  filled  a  definite  need  for  the  past  twenty  yearso 
The  need  is  and  will  continue  to  be  urgent  to  provide  proper  standards 
for  students,  industry  and  educational  institutions.  However,  with 
the  development  of  State  Registration  of  Engineers  most  State  Boards 
of  Engineering  Examiners  have  adopted  the  accredited  curricula  of  the 
Engineer's  Council  for  Professional  Development  as  their  criterion  of 
engineering  fieldSo  This  has  made  it  practically  impossible  for  new 
engineering  fields  to  receive  proper  recognition  from  the  State 
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Registration  Boards*  Educational  institutions  are  slow  to  venture  into 
new  fields,  and  until  a  number  of  schools  are  offering  curricula  in  a 
field  the  EoC«P=D«  group  has  no  basis  for  evaluating  a  curriculum  and 
consequently  will  understandably  tend  to  refrain  from  giving  accreditation 
to  a  curriculum  offered  only  in  one  schools 

Study  of  this  problem  has  led  irany  engineering  leaders  in  both 
industry  and  education  to  believe  that  a  whole  new  approach  should  be 
made  to  the  problemooo  One  in  which  minimum  standards  would  be  established 
for  a  general  engineering  curriculumo  Specialization  would  then  be 
provided  by  graduate  work  in  the  student's  chosen  field  of  engineeringo 
This  would  first  of  all  establish  him  as  an  engineer  and  satisfy  the 
problem  of  State  Registration.  His  professional  society  could  then 
fulfill  its  proper  function  of  guaranteeing  his  competence  in  his  field 
to  the  public.   I  sincerely  believe  that  we  shall  see  this  type  of 
development  in  the  next  twenty  years. 

Now  te  return  to  the  three  responsibilities  which  I  indicated 
that  we,  as  a  professional  group  owe  to  the  public.  The  first  was  to 
guarantee  the  competence  of  our  members  to  the  public.  Your  (qualifications 
Board  of  the  Society  has  done  a  tremendous  job  in  its  first  two  years 
of  existence.  The  members  of  that  Board  have  spent  many  days  in  careful 
study  of  the  qualifications  of  applicants,  V/e  have  made  a  few  enemies 
and  no  doubt  a  few  mistakes.  However,  this  tremendous  job  of  qualifying 
over  70C'  members  is  one  of  which  the  Society  can  be  proud  even  though 
the  President  lost  a  number  of  friends  in  the  processo 

The  second  obligation,  that  of  taking  steps  towards  the  education 
of  young  men  in  the  field  is  one  which  has  been  tackled  enthusiastically 
by  an  Education  Committee  under  the  leadership  of  -Villiara  Schultz.   This 
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eommlttee  is  studying  the  curriculum  at  Illinois  Institute  rf  Technology 
and  preparing  to  nake  recommendations  for  changes  which  will  provde  an 
approved  curriculum  available  to  any  college  interested  in  this  field* 
A  number  of  colleges  are  intensely  interested  right  now  and  we  sincerely 
hope  and  believe  that  they  will  offer  vY^rk  in  cur  field  within  the  next 
five  yearsc  There  is  another  phase  of  this  educational  responsibility 
in  which  all  of  us  can  participate*  As  you  knov?  we  are  always  embarrassed 
by  not  having  nearly  enough  young  men  coming  into  the  field  to  fill  the 
needs  of  industry  each  year.  This  is  because  few  high  school  and  college 
students  have  ever  heard  of  fire  protection  engineering©  If  each  of  us 
would  take  it  as  a  personal  responsibility  to  call  on  the  vocational 
advisor  of  his  community  high  school  and  point  out  the  opportunities  and 
scholarships  available  in  this  field,  our  supply  of  new  talent  would 
immediately  improve* 

The  third  responsibility  has  to  do  with  encouraging  research 
and  development  work  in  our  field.  The  need  was  never  greater.  Thore 
is  a  great  lack  of  basic  information  on  combustion,  flame  spread, 
explosion  pressure  venting,  application  of  waters  electrostatic  effects 
on  flame,  fire  protective  coatings  and  countless  other  phenomena  which 
are  vitally  important  to  the  fire  protection  field.  At  Armour  Research 
Foundation  v/e  are  equipped  to  go  into  many  of  these  problems,  but 
backing  and  encouragement  from  industry  is  needed.  The  next  ten  years 
will  bring  tremendous  new  developments  in  fire  control  as  a  result  of 
the  increased  emphasis  on  research.  We  should  all  strive  to  see  that 
our  own  organizations  are  staying  abreast  of  these  developments  and 
taking  advantage  of  the  research  facilities  available, 
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Fire  Protection  Engineering  is  blossoming  out,   coming  into 
its  own.      There  will  be  great  opportunities  for  public  seirvice  and 
personal  satisfaction  in  the  years  ahead.     Let  us  all  take  an  active 
part   in  that  growth  and  development  so  that  we  may  pass  on  to  our 
children  a  world  which  is  safe  in  which  to  work  and   live.

CHICAGO  —  Science  has  enabled  Americana  t'^  reach  the  highest 
standard  of  living  enjoyed  by  any  people  any  time,   Dr.   John  T,  Rettaliata, 
president  of  Illinois   Institute  of  Technology,   deolared  tonight  at  a 
dinner  meeting  of  the  Law  Club  »f  Chicago. 

"Without   science,"  he  said,    "disease  would  stalk  the  earth. 
Viithout  technology,    communication  would  be  a  matter  •f  mounted  couriers 
and  beacon  lights  on  hills. 

""Women  would  be  condemned   to  drudgery  in  the  home.      S^rming  would 
be  a  form  of  serfdom  instead  of  the  high  professional  occupation  to 
which  science  and  technology  have  elevated   it." 

The  gains  are  not  all  material,    he   continued;    many  social  gains 
spring  from  science,   and  the  belief  that   it   contributes  little  to  the 
nonnaterial  advance  of  civilization  is  the   heart  ef  the   challenge  to 
science* 

He  pointed  out   that  science,  technolegy,   and  production  are 
bringing  abundance  within  reach  of  all  for  the  first  time   in  history. 

"It   has  always  seemed   to  me,"   he  said,    "that   socialism  consists 
essentially  of  a  leveling  down  process.     Science,    technology,    and 
12  '^2/52  -more- 
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production  are  showing  U3  how  all  men  nay  be  leveled  up, " 

As  to  the  atomic  bomb,  Dr.  Rettaliata  expressed  the  belief  that 
its  discovery  may  not  be  as  bai  for  us  as  we  think.  First,  it  and  other 
technical  achievements  have  enabled  us  to  keep  Russia  at  bay. 

"Second,"  he  said,  "the  bomb  has  vastly  widened  man's  possible 
choice  of  good  or  evil.  I  cannot  but  reach  the  conclusion  that  the 
choice  of  evil  use  is  about  to  become  virtually  impossible..  Science  is 
compelling  all  men  to  think  in  terms  of  ultimate  values  and  ultimate  ends."

CHICAGO  —  Radioactive  dust  settled  on  Chicago  during  November, 
Dr«  W.  C,  McCrone  aaid  today.  He  is  a  senior  chemist  at  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

It  is  believed  that  the  radioactivity  is  the  result  of  the 
latest  atomic  bomb  tests  at  Eniwetok  atoll. 

"There  is  nn  cause  for  alarmf"  McCrone  added.   "Radioactivity 
noted  by  G-eiger  counters  is  far  below  the  tolerance  level  for  human 
beings,  animals,  and  plant  life." 

"Howevers"  he  continued,  "our  records  show  the  dust  to  be  four 
times  more  radioactive  than  that  which  fell  on  the  city  in  November,  1931» 
following  atomic  bomb  tests  in  Nevada," 

Dr.  McCrone  said  that  if  all  the  dust  were  settled  in  one  spot 
"there  would  be  enough  radioactivity  to  treat  several  cancer  cases," 
but»  he  pointed  out  that  the  dust  is  widely  distributed,  and  therefore 
harmless. 

The  discovery  was  made  in  connection  with  the  Foundation's 
monthly  dustfall  survey.  Periodic  checks  are  made  to  detect  radioactivity* 

Other  phases  of  the  regular  monthly  dustfall  report  have  not

CHICAGO'-- pGoplo  think  of  jet  propulsion  as  a  very  recent  inven- 
tion when  it  isn't  recent  at  all,  Dr.  John  T,  Rettaliata,  president  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  told  a  teen-age  audience  today  at 
Fenger  High  School,  11220  South  Wallace. 

Widespread  interest  in  current  applications,  he  said,  especially 
in  military  airplanes,   tends  to  make  us  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  Jet 
propulsion  is  only  the  physical  fulfillment  of  Newton's   third  l^w  of 
motion,   stated  several  hundred  years  ago. 

Tiiis  law,   he  explained,  states  that  for  every  action  there  is 
an  equal  and  opposite  reaction.     If  you  push  hard  enough  against  a  wall 
(action),  you  will  push  yourself  right  over  backi-jards   (reaction).     In  a 
jet  engine,  he  pointed  out,  the  action  is  a  rush  of  rapidly  expanding 
gases  out  the  rear.     Reaction  is  a  forvjard  push  tiiat  moves  the  plane  through 
the  air. 

Dr.  Rettaliata,  a  recognized  authority  on  jet  propulsion,  also  ex- 
plained that  scientists  in  many  countries  have  contributed  to  the  devel- 
opment of  jet  travel.     Years  of  hard  vrork  in  metallurgy,  aerodynamics, 
and  other  fields  have   gone  into  the  modem  jot  engine,  he  said. 

The  yoving  college  president  also  described  various  jet  aircraft  and 
discussed  future  possibilities,   including  civilian  jot  transport  service.

CHICAGO  ~  "One  of  the  three  most  influential  architects  of  our 
time"  is  Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rone,  director  of  architectm''e  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  according  to  Architectural  Forum. 

In  its  November  issue,  the  magazine  devotes  19  pages  to  a  studj^ 
of  the  famed  architect's  recent  accomplishments  in  Chicago,   and  compares 
him  with  Le  Corbusier  and  Frank  Lloyd  Wright, 

Referring  to  Mies  van  der  Rohe's  latest  buildings,  the  magazine 
says,   "Here  is  the  strength  of  steel,   the  clarity  of  glass,    and  the   lucid 
structural  expressiveness  of  one  of  the  thi-ee  most  influential  architects 
of  our  time,     But  there  is  more  than  thatj  from  these  buildings  can  be 
drawn  a  new,   down-to-earth  appraisal  of  this  architect,  who  is  too  often 
discounted  as  being  either  an  austere  prophet  of  form,   or— at  the  other 
end  of  the  scale— merely  a  very  gifted  structural  engineer," 

The  magazine  article  discusses  the  follox<jing  designs  by  the  66-year- 
old  architect:     the  twin  glass-and-steel  apartments  at  860  Lake  Shore  Drive, 
the  over-all  design  of  the  Illinois  Tech  campus,   the  student  chapel  at  Illi- 
nois Tech,   the  school's  boiler  plant,  a  row-house  design,  an  experimental 
house  structure,  and  a  stairway  to  the  Arts  Club  of  Chicago  entrance  in  the 
Art  Institute, 

"These  structures  are  strong,  spare,   and  surprisingly  economical— 
and  more   than  anything  else,  robust,"  according  to  Architectural  Forum. 
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Mies  van  der  Rohe  is  an  admirer  of  Louis  Sullivan,   his  historical 
predecessor  in  straight  steel  building  in  Chicago,  but  he  does  not  observe 
the  dictum,   "Form  follows  function," 

"We  do  the  opposite,"  he  explained.     "We  reverse  this,   and  i^ake 
a  practical  and  satisfying  shape,   and  then  fit  the  functions  into  it. 
Today  this  is   the  only  practical  way  to  build,  because  the  functions  of 
most  buildings  are  continually  changing,  but  economically  the  buildings 
cannot  change," 

The  two  26-story  cooperative  apartments  at  860  Lake  Shore  Drive 
occupy  one  of  the   choicest  sites,  both  naturally  and  socially,  in  Chicago, 
The  tT.',Tin  structures  are  black-painted  steelj  the  walls  are  glass  from  floor 
to  ceiling. 

Despite  the  swollen  cost  for  very  difficult  foundation  >ri  rk  and 
the  huge  outlay  for  drapes  and  tlaeir  fixtures,  the  magazine  points  out, 
the  -twin  apartment  towers  were  built  for  f}10,3Q  a  square  foot,  Tliis  is 
5  to  10  percent  below  most  conventional  apartment-house  costs  in  Chicago, 

About  Mies  van  der  Rohe's  design  of  the  over-all  campus  plan  of 
Illinois  Tech,  Architectural  Forum  says: 

"Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  is  growing,  under  Mies'   guidance, 
to  be  the  best  architectural  expression  of  a  technical  collej;e  in  the  world— 
and  perhaps  the  only  really  consistent  one," 

In  19hO  Mies  van  der  Rohe   started  designing  a  new  campus  for  IIT 
on  Chicago's  blighted  South  Sidoe     Now  partially  compjlete,    this  campus  plan 
projects  Mies'   overriding  discipline   of  the  grid  module   oat  beyond  the  walls 
of  his  buildings  to  include  the  entire  campus. 

Every  now  building  on  the   IIT  campus  is   constructed  on  the   same   grid 
module,  T,d.th  bays  of  12  or  2)i  feet,   and  tiie  space  between  could  be  filled 

(more ) 
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in  the  same  structiiral  rhytlim  as  both  buildings. 

The  architect  says,  however,   that  the  primary  purpose  of  this 
raodular  siting  is  to  establish  order, 

"Even  in  the  unfinished  state  of  this  canpus,  which  is  pocked 
mth  nin-down  empty  lots  and  grotesque,   old,   painted  masonry  buildings, 
this  sense  of  order  is  already  apparent  in  the  relationship  of  one  build- 
ing to  another,"   the  magazine  continues. 

"And  this   feeling  of  qaiet  orderliness  implies  much  more  than 
utility,     When  the  entire  campus  has  been  completed,   it  T-all  have  a 
unique  atmosphere,  sober  and  purposeful— the  invisible,  but  very  real, 
esthetic  of  restraint,"

CHICAGO  —  Safe  winter  driving  is  largely  a  judicious  combination 
of  horsepower  and  horse  sense. 

That  is  the  conclusion  of  Uilson  P,  Greeny  automotive  expert  at 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Green, 
who  is  chairman  of  the  Foundation's  Heat-Power  department,  offers  seven 
practical  suggestions  for  vrinter  drivers: 

1,  Overnight  parking"'^Of  cours..,  a  her. ted  garage  is  ideal. 

But  you  can  give  the  old  bus  a  lift,  when  parked  outdoors  or  in  a  frigid 
garage,  by  burning  a  large  light  bulb  under  the  hood  all  night.  Locate 
the  bulb  near  the  oil  pan  or  carburetor.  It  should  have  a  metal  safety 
cage  around  it  to  prevent  breakage, 

2,  Starting  —  Quicker  starts  are  made  possible  by  use  of  light- 
weight oil  —  as  prescribed  by  the  manufacturer  —  and  a  husky  battery. 
Disengage  the  clutch  when  the  starter  button  is  pushed,  or,  if  the  car 
has  an  automatic  clutch,  place  the  ^ar  shift  at  the  neutral  position, 

3,  Ii/armup  —  Idle  motor  before  driving  off.  Wait  until  temper- 
ature gauge  shows  water  has  started  to  heat  or  needle  on  oil-pressure 
gauge  stands  at  normal.  Do  not  race  a  cold  motor  for  long  periods.  Proper 

warmup  protects  the  motor  and  makes  for  better  driving  control,

U.  Stuck  I  —  The  "rocking"  moticn  is  prescribed.  Back  up  as 
far  as  you  can;  then  drive  forward  as  far  as  you  can.  Repeat  back-and- 
forth  action  until  you've  cleared  a  pathway.  This  practice  works  for 
snows  in  the  ii-to-6  range.  Shoveling  a  short  pathway  dji  front  of  each 
wheel  often  will  allow  the  car  to  gain  sufficient  momentum  to  proceed. 

^.  Get  "feci"  of  road  and  car  —  If  road  is  slick,  reduce 
speed  accordingly.  Autos  with  power  steering  and  power  brakes  should 
be  tested  for  "new"  responses  before  driving  thorn  at  high  speeds. 

6,  Speed  —  you'll  be  safer  and  get  there  sooner  if  you  main- 
tain a  cautious,  steady  pace,  even  on  uphill  grades.  Maximum  control 
is  the  watchword.  Also  keep  your  distance  behind  the  auto  in  front  of 
you.  It  takes  three  to  12  times  as  much  space  to  stop  on  snow  and  ice 
as  it  does  on  dry  concrete. 

7,  Braking  —  Learn  to  apply  brakes  gently  vjhcn  slomng  or 
stopping.  Instead  of  a  single  brisk  application,  "feather"  the  pedal 
several  tiirics  with  your  foot. 

Green  suggests  the  use  of  reinforcc^d  chains.  But  for  those  who 
object  to  the  relatively  short  life  of  chain sj or  the  noise  they  make, 
he  recommends  snow  tires.  Iletal  grids  that  give  stalled  autos  traction 

also  are  available. 

"TMs  is  the  ti^.e  to  check  your  headlights,  windshield-i-.'iper  blades, 
and  defrosters,"  Green  aegises.     "And  if  your  car  has  a  windshield  aoray 
device,   fill  it  i.ri. th  a  solution  of  alcohol  and  water  —  en.ugh  to  keep  it 
liquid  at  10-below  zero.     As  a  precaution,  however  remember  that  alcohol 
may  damage  finishes  with  lacquer  bases."

shovel,  pail  of  sand,   tow  chain,  and  tire  chains  or  their  equivalent.

CHICAGO  —  A  microwave  spectrograph,  one  6t  Only  a  few  such 
research  tools  in  existence,  is  at  work  at  Aritnur  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  The  anno'unceir.ent  was  trade  in  an 
article  published  today  in  the  Decenber  issue  of  Frontier,  a  semi- 
technical  publication  of  the  Foundation. 

The  inslsrument  has  many  applications  to  industrial  research, 
according  to  Tdchard  F.  Humphreys,  chairman  nf   the  Foundation's  physics 
department,   "We  use  it  to  identify  gases,  to  determine  their 
concentrations  in  mixtures,  and  to  obtain  information  about  their 
molecular  and  atomic  structures,"  he  said.   "Also,  the  instrument  enables 
us  to  follow  rapid  chemical  reactions  involving  gases." 

The  new  research  tool  was  designed  and  built  by  the  electrical 
engineering  department  at  the  Foundation  for  use  by  the  physios 
department. 

Microwave  spectrographs  are  a  recent  development ,  Humphreys  said, 
and  there  are  few  of  them  designed  for  analytical  studies.   "Probably 
our  instrument  is  the  only  one  devoted  to  the  research  needs  of  industry 
without  restriction,"  he  added.   "Its  services  are  made  available  on  a 
contract  basis  to  help  sclve  industrial  problems  involving  gases."

Although  the  instrument  is  too  new  for  its  specific  applications 
to  have  been  explored  very  far,  Humphreys  said,  one  conceivable  use  for 
it  is  the  analysis  of  vapors  from  agricultural  products.  By  aralyzing 
the  vapors  from  strawberries,  for  example,  it  might  be  possible  to 
relate  vapor  composition  with  the  tastes  and  smells  of  berries  grown 
under  different  conditions. 

Like  a  visible  emission  spectrograph,  the  new  instrument  uses 
electromagnetic  radiation.   However,  the  wave  length  of  this  radiation 
is  much  longer  than  that  of  visible  lights  The  microwaves,  as  they  are 
called,  are  produced  by  radar  equipment. 

The  microwave  spectrograph  nakes  use  of  the  fact  that  many  gases 
at  low  pressures  absorb  microwave  power j  but  only  at  very  sharply  defined 
frequencies  that  are  characteristic  of  each  gas.  These  frequencies  are 
measured  accurately  to  identify  the  gases.

Personnel  and  facilities  for  research  on  catalysts,  the  modern 
industrial  version  of  the  alchemist' s  touchstone,  have  been  coordinated 
by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

The  new  research  team  was  set  up  in  response  to  increasing  industrial 
needs  for  such  a  service,  according  to  William  A,  Casler,  director  of 
program  development  at  the  Foundation. 

"We  have  conducted  catalytic  research  previously  for  numerous 
industrial  firms,"  Casler  said,  "but  we  want  to  strengthen  this  service 
further  and  make  it  available  to  an  even  wider  section  of  industry." 

Explaining  catalysis,  Casler  said  that  in  any  chemical  reaction 
wher  G  a  substance  alters  the  speed  or  the  nature  of  the  reaction  without 
being  changed  itself,  the  phenomenon  is  known  as  catalysis  and  the  substance 
is  called  a  catalyst. 

"In  practical  terms,"  he  added,  "catalysts  help  industry  by  making 
desired  chemical  reactions  occur  more  rapidly  ar,d  produce  higher  yields  of 
a  purer  product  than  they  would  without  the  catalyst,"  He  listed  the 
petroleum  refining  industry  as  a  large  us^^r  of  catalysts  in  its  operations. 

The  new  research  group  calls  for  a  team  plan  of  action,  with  the 

team  pooling  the  combined  knowledge,  experience,  and  research  techniques  of 

a  staff  capable  in  many  related  fields.

Heading  up  the  catalysis  research  team  is  Dr.  Charles  H.  Riesz, 
research  chemical  engineer  with  experience  in  the  petroleum  and  utility 
gas  industries.

In  making  conventional  sheet-metal  enamelware,  tine  base  metal 
usually  is  coated  first  with  glass  containing  cobalt  and  nickel  to  make 
the  enamel  stick  to  tlie  metal  better.     The  disadvantage  of  this  process 
is  that  both  cobalt  and  nickel  are  in  short  supply  because  of  current 
defense-production  demands. 

Research  workers  in  the  Ceramics  and  Minerals 
department  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
found  ways  to  f  et  a  good  coating  of  enamel  on  ordinarj'-  low-carbon  steel 
or  enameling  iron  without  using  restricted  cobalt  and  nickel  and  v;ithout 
any  expensive  metal  preparation.     They  succeeded  in  making  laboratory  samples 
that  survive   severe  twisting,   a  test  of  the  quality  of  the  enamelware.

Hairless  Rats 


A  completely  new  strain  of  white  rats,   distinctive  because  they 
are  practically  hairless  throughout  their  lives,   has  been  developed  by  the 
Biochemistry  section  at  A^rriour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology  in  cooperation  with  the  Illinois  Tech  Psychology  department. 

The  rats  breed  true;   that  is,  they  pass  the  hairless  characteristic 
on  to  their  descendents.     The  number  of  these  rats  has  been  quadrupled  in 
the  Foundation  laboratories  during  the  past  year  by  selective  breeding. 

The   rats  are  strange-looking  creatures,   but  they  are  more  than  a 
curiosity.     The  Biochemistry  research  men  expect  them  to  be   of  great  value 
as  subjects  for  skin  studios.     With  no  hair  to   get  in  the  way,   the  scientists 
can  watch  skin  conditions  very  easily.     Problems  that  might  be    studied 
include:      Irritation  from  chemicals;  absorption  of  materials  through  the 
skini    skin  cp-ncer  and  other  skin  ailments.

CHICAGO  —  November  vias  Chicago's  dustiest  month  of  the  year  so 
far,  scientists  at  ./^nnour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  reported  today. 

Average  dustfall  during  the  momth  was  77.89  tons  per  square  milej 
previous  high  for  19^2  was  January,  with  an  average   dustfall  of  70»U0  tons 
per  square  mile. 

The  November,   19^2,   dustfall  also  was  the  highest  on  record  at  the 
Foundation  for  any  November  with  the  exception  of  19U6,  v±ien  a  freak  121.3U 
tons  of  dust  per  square  mile  was  measured. 

The  two  bugaboos  of  heavy  dustfall— light  rainfall  and  heavy  winds- 
were  present  in  November,  according  to  Maurice  Kayner,  chief  analytical 
chemist  at  the  Foundation, 

The  U,    S,  weather  bureau  reported  the  precipitcition  vras  2.2^  incites, 
compared  to  a  normal  of  2.5l» 

During  the  month  there  vrerc  l5  days  in  which  the  wind  velocity  ex- 
ceeded 20  miles  per  hour.     This  was  two  dciys  less  than  for  October,   but 
the  vdnd  on  Novem.ber  26,  which  hit  60  miles  per  hour,  did  a  man-sized  job 
of  stirring  up  the  dust,   Kayner  said. 

Armour  Research  Foundation  measures  and  analyzes  Chicago's  monthly 
dustfall  for  the  city's  smoke  inspection  and  abatement  department.     Tonnage 
recorded  at  the  2li  sampling  stations  throughout  the  city  was:
